Now, then, let us propose a settlement. Wo 


vaguely hinted it on Tuesday, and present it 
at length to-day. 
What is more, wo are in- 


formed and believe that the plan meets tho 
approbation of the' Secretary of State and Sir 
Edward Thornton. Let England propose that 
the -whole question of consequential damages 
be reduced to a principle of international law. 
Let her agree that in the event of a war in 
•which England is a belligerent and America a 
neutral that America shall not bo held respon- 
sible for any indirect or consequential damages 
arising from the escape of any armed ships 
from our ports under circumstances similar to 
those under which the Alabama and the Eng- 
lish rebel vessels escaped from Liverpool. 
Upon this declaration being made and ratified 
by the wo countries and hallowed into a prin- 
ciple of international law, so far as they are 
concerned, let America withdraw her case so far 
as claims for indirect damages are concerned. 
If it is said that in doing this we make ex post 
facto rules, the reply is that the treaty makes 
ex post facto rules in many other respects; that 
the whole value of the treaty lies in these rules. 
And as to the material advantage of any such 
declaration to us, as a maritime nation, -we 
have only to consider that -we have over six 
thousand miles of seaboard to watch and de- 
fend in the event of attempts to violate neu- 
trality. For this seaboard we are responsi- 


nuo and a plotliotio Treasury hold out. Tho 
stringent rulo proposed for their exclusion 
is a good one and ought to bo adopted. 
But a moro oflbchuil remedy for tho ovil would 
bo a reduction of tho income of tho govern- 
ment to a bare sufficiency for u Htrictly eco- 
nomical administration. If jio more money 
wore raised than is absolutely necessary to 
carry on tho government economically iu every 
department, and tho treasury kept supplied 
with only enough for that purpose, there would 
be fewer lobby jobs and schemes and tho lob- 
byists would bo scattered in despair.

THo Poison Epidemic. 


It is a singular fact that great crimes of a 


certain character often follow each other iu 
rapid succession, and occur appnrontly in 
something like periodical cycles. The cause 
of this, probably, may be traced in a measure 
to the excitement and universal discussion 
which follow the commission of an extraordi- 
nary crime or crimes. 
Minds diseased by 


criminal proclivities catch ibe contagion of 
such an excitement, imd are apt to carry out 
their wicked purposes by imitating the example 
set Latterly the public has been shocked by 
the perpetration or strong suspicion of the 
most heinous crimes. They have been so hor- 
rible and repugnant to human nature and 
the 
civilization 
of the 
age that 
the 


people and judges and juries can hardly 
believe them possible. Strange to say, too, 
most of these terrible crimes of late have been 
charged to women, and, in some cases, to 
women of respectable character and conduct 
otherwise. Yes, women who were exemplary 
members of Christian communities, and whose 
lives seemed to be above the reproach of 
crime, have been placed before the bar of 
justice under strong suspicion of murdering 
their nearest relatives, dearest friends, and 
even their own offspring.

The American Government About to Pro 


]iose a Compromise. 


How the Consequential Damages Claim 


Will Be Determined. 


A NEW PRINCIPLE OP INTERNATIONAL LAW,

Approaching Solid Ground. 


WASHINGTON, April 24,1872. 


There has been a good deal of excitement in dip 


tomatlo circles In reference to the new phase as- 
sumed by the Alabama question. While the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State have been eager for a 
peaceful settlement of the question they are still 
resolute to defend the honor of the country, and 
not permit the English to force us into a false posi- 
tion. 


A very strong lobby ha3 been and 13 now at work 


to force a withdrawal of our case, as presented at 
Geneva, This lobby is peculiarly constituted. All 
the business Interests of the country, especially 
those interested In foreign securities, and the em- 
ployment of foreign capital in this conntry, have 
been urging the administration to settle the ques- 
tion npon an amicable basis.

The amendment of Mr. Morriil, of Vermont, to 


the Deficiency bill, which is substantially a re-enact- 
ment of the famous Drake amendment, declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, was the 
topic of interest in the Senate to-day. It will be 
remembered that in 1883 Congress gave jurisdiction 
over captured and abandoned property in the rebel 
States to the Court of Claims, but in addition to the 
other necessary proofs upon which recovery could 
be had was 
the proof of loyalty. 
Out of 


this sprung the Drake amendment, the Supreme 
Court having previously decided that amnesty 
trader President Lincoln's proclamation was equal 
to a pardon, and that pardon pat the claimant In 
the position of a loyal man. The gist of the Drake 
amendment was to direct the Court of Claims and 
the Supreme Court to dismiss all cases where the 
amnesty oath was pleaded by the claimant. Since 
this amendment was overthrown by the highest 
judicial tribunal In the conntry there has been a 
determined purpose in the Senate to substantially 
re-enact it. Mr. Morrlll has a bill for this purpose, 
but it had no chance of passage through the Honss 
ofKepresentatlves, and was, besides, In danger of 
meeting with the fate of the Drake amendments. To 
gain the assent of the other branch of Con- 
gress, and, if possible, to avoid the adverse 
decision of the Supreme Conrt, were the purposes of 
making Morrill's measure an amendment to the 
Deficiency bill. Substantially it Is that no judgment 
in the Court of Claims for any property seized by 
the United States shall be paid without a special 
appropriation by Congress. This would be tanta- 
mount to the repudiation Judgments obtained under 
a previous act of Congress, or a provision for their 
partial payment by favoritism and special legisla- 
tion. The debate to-day was not confined to a close 
argument of these points, but was rather a discus- 
sion of the condition of the South since the war, In 
which Bayard, Sherman, Trm and Alcorn partici- 
pated.

BBLBOXT'S OPINIONS. 


Belmont -was interviewed here In the Interest of 


pbarles Francis Adams, and cautiously replied to 
tte questions put to him thus:—Mr, Adams was a 
Statesman of whom any country might be proud; 
;£hat he tad a nne and inquisitive family of sons, 
jrnd onght to nave the credit of keeping up the 
fcrlde of his ancestry, Ac. Nevertheless, it is the 
general belief that Davis is Mr. Belmont's first 
choice and Trnmbull the second choice. Ho spoke 
VJth good sense to the following effect:—That he was 
In favor of the Cincinnati Convention being what 
It had started out to be—a liberal republican move-

"I would, for one reason; I have some cases In 
toe Supreme Court which he decided against me 
below, and I might be willing to give him the Pres- 
idency to get him out of the way, up above. Davis 
is a popular man, la a certain sense, to our State. 
He has many warm friends and no bitter enemies. 


DAVIS' ODEBBNESS. 
The people like him because he Is easy-going, pe- 
culiar, fast in his friendships, and never much in- 
clined to press judgment against debtors. Xooody 
wants to pay, and he continues cases over from 
tsrin to term, so that we lawyers have to advise 
onr clients to strengthen the securities of their 
uebtors and wait. The lawyers are all starving to 
death in Davis' district. He is a wonderfully queer 
man. He often attends to his private affairs, cor- 
respondence, and so forth, until after the hour for 
Court to begin, when he strides up there in a hurry 
and finds the lawyers all waiting. The course of 
justice proceeds 
without 
mucli system or 
order, until Davis suddenly recollects some en- 
gagement or other, when he says, without pausing 
a minute: — 'Adjourn court I' 
He Is worth from 
Sl.500,000 to $2,000.000. He never sells anything and 
lets his property improve by contact with that of 
more enterprising folks. He owns 1,000 acres of 
flne land just out of the flourishing city of Bloom- 
ington. His property Is largely In wild lands In 
Iowa and toward the Missouri River. His Chicago 
property he did not want, but took it for a debt of 
$5,000. and now it Is worth $800,000. Jlr. Lincoln 
used to say with a mixture of admiration and 
humor: — 'Here's Davis has made more in land than 
all of us together in law.' Yet Lincoln said, wits 
evident belief, that if his administration had done 
no other act than to put David Davis on the Su- 
preme Bench, it would have been a success for 
that." 


DAVIS AND LINCOLN. 
"What was the bond between them— Lincoln and 
Davis? Were they in anything alike?" 
"Davis is not a hard man, but he is more selfish 
and cautious tuan Lincoln. 
The latter cared 
nothing for money, although perfectly frugal and 
thrifty. He gave half the first S5,ooo he ever earned 
to 'Billy' Herndon, his partner, against the protests 
of his friends and without any contract to do 
so, out of sympathy and exuberance of feeling- He 
put the other $2,500, in imitation of Davis, In wild 
land ; kept It there two or three years, got ten p«r 
cent for it, and then withdrew it. Lincoln was a 
man who had a desire, overruling all things, to find 
out the truth of even matters at law. Davis has a 
like will and resolve to do justice, but he is more 
worldly and prudent and nothing of the poet 
that Lincoln was. He would make a safe and de- 
liberate President, ruling by eijuitv, but he 
would, never be out 
in

A very large meeting of German liberal republi- 


cans was held here this evening. Resolutions were

distance eastof Merida. Tlic cause of his pronuncia- 
men to was the foilowiug:—Governor Clrerol took ad- 
vantage of a clause in the state constitution to get 
re-elected by tlie Legislature. He declared liimself 
elected Governor and was Immediately recognized 
as such by a majority of the people. 


A portion of the state militia, commanded by Col- 


onel Canton, declared tho election illegal, and for 
maliy protested against it. Tlic Governor aton.ce 
commenced to raise troops, those in rebellion like 
wise. Colonel Canton could raise but 000 men to Join 
him; the Governor had a force of not less than 1,500. 
The forces met at Itzijas on the 20th of March. 
The loyal troops were commanded by General 
Pope Cepcda, the rebels by Colonel Canton, who 
gave orders to his sharpshooters to pick off the 
officers of the government forces. General Cepeda 
was the flrst to fall Several others of rank met the 
same fate, which so demoralized the officers of the 
State militia that tliey made a most undignified re- 
treat. Two days afterwards, another skirmish took 
place, about fifteen miles from Merida, with like re- 
sult. Governor Clrerol, seeing

chartered a sailing vessel in the port of Progreso to 
take the news of the mishap to Vera Cruz and pro- 
cure assistance from the federal government. This 
occurred March 2.3. Meanwhile his Legislature ad- 
vised him (the Governor) to retire to the sea coast. 
He not only took; their advice, but did even more 
for he, his military and civic officers and sundry 
members of the Legislature went on board the 
steamship City of Mexico and went to Vera Cruz. 


The President 'Of Mexico placed 1,600 veteran 
troops under Colonel Manical at the disposal of the 
Governor of Tucatan. 
Colonel E. A. Lever was 


offered a command, but refused, as he had impor- 
tant business to attend to at the capital. ' He left 
Vera Cruz for Mexico the night of the eta. On the 
loth the troops were put aboard the City of Mexico 
and took their departure for Campeachy- There is 
no donbt that the revolution will soon be quelled. 
The steamer City of Mexico was not allowed to 
discharge at Progreso, and the cargo destined for 
that port has been landed at Vera Cruz; nor was 
she permitted to touch at Prosreso on her home 
trip, but proceeded, after landing troops at Cam- 
peachy, direct on her way to Havana. 


At the request of the Mexican government;. Cap- 
tain Deaken, of the City of Merida, has received in- 
structions to proceed direct to Vera Cruz without 
touching at Progreso. 


Seven thousand emigrants landed at this port 


on Monday and Tuesday. The last report of the 
Emigration. Commissioners shows that 228962 
arrived here during last year, of whom 88,601 were 
Germans, 65,606 Irish and 36,965 English.
